The main proposals include the

are 1,000,000,000 gold marks ($250,000,- 


000) in reserve in the Reichsbank, the 


mark should be stabilized at 3,500 to 
the dollar, adding that nowhere in the 
history of finance has there been an- 
other example where money has 
broken with so strong a reserve be- 
hind it. 

The fall of the mark continued to- 
day, reaching 0,000 to the dollar.

PARIS SEES HOPE 
OF PAYING DEBTS 
IN U.S.WINE VOTE

: PARIS, Nov. 8.— The French are de- 
lighted with the Democratic vietory in 
the United States, regarding it as a 
strong indication that prohibition will 
be lifted, reopening the American mar- 
ket to Bordeaux, Burgundy, and Cham- 
pagne, and thus helping France to pay 
its $7,000,000,000 war debts. 

The champagne industry here is hard 
hit with France's four principal cus- 
tomers out of the market—the Rus 
sians blockaded and broke, the, Ger- 
mans too poor to buy, the English with 
a prohibitive tariff, and America dry. 

Reims and Epernay cellars are glut- 
ted with millions of surplus bottles of 
wine, and except for the fact that the 
Germans stole and destroyed hundreds 
of thousands of bottles there would be 
no plaee to store the reserve stock. 

The champagne interests are holding 
up the supplies and are releasing only 
small quantities in order to keep the 
prices up, as Americans have assured 
them that eventually the Volstead act 
would be revised, permitting the re- 
entry of wine. 

Apart from the prohibition issue the 
French were distinctly surprised by 


the Democratic victory, as Woodrow: 


Wilson represents the Democratic 
party here, and yesterday's results are 
regarded as an indication that public 
confidence is swinging back to the 
former president. 

President Harding and Secretary of 
State Hughes have proved a disap- 
pointment because of their refusal to 
join conferences on European probiems 
and their stern attitude on the war 
debt. 

The Washington conference is also 
charged against the Republicans for 
forcing France to have a navy equal in 
size with Italy's and for backing the 
British submarine policy.

One thing which Chicago voters who have elected 
Edmund K. Jarecki to the position of county judge 
can and will ask immediately of him is provision 
of adequate facilities and physical safeguards 
of voting es well as an honest administration of 
the election machinery. In Tuesday’s election, as 
in previous elections under the direction of County 
Judge Righeimer, the Lundin-Thompson man, 
there were neither sufficient voting booths nor bal- 
lot boxes in some precincts.
